Caesar Young. 


How Bookmaker Met Death 


Will Be Explained by the Witnesses, Who Are 


Ready to Give Their Testimony Before 


the Tribunal, Holding Nan Patter- 


son's Life in Its Hand. 


New York, Dec. 5.—For the second 


time Nan Patterson, the former show 
girl, today prepared to face a jury 
which is expected to decide whether 
she is guilty or innocent of causing 
the deth of Caesar Young, the wealthy 
book-maker, who was shot to death 
while riding m a cab with the young 
woman just six months ago yesterday 


Contrary 
to the usual order of 


things, it is expected that the pres- 
ent trial will attract even more wide- 
spread interest than did the first Com- 
paratively little of the ^Tidence which 
the prosecution claims to have bc&n 
presented when the previous tiial was 
brought to an abrupt termination bj 
the serious illness of a juror. The 
defense had not even shown its hand. 
The case had scarcely passed the pre- 
liminary stage when the interruption 
came 
Not one of the several per- 


sons frequently spoken of as 'state 
witnesses'* had been called to the 
stand 


Hvmaa Stern, the pawnbroker who 


the woman now accused of causing 
his dc^'h but the case had not reach- 
ed the stage when her testimony was 
required.

Universal brotherhood is the hope of 
the age and Mr. Lentz believes that 
the Elks are exemplifying a principle 
tliat is one of the stepping stones to 
that realm; of Idealism.
